PASSES IN LOS
ANGELES

Isaac Burkhart, 83, Dies
Tuesday; Early Inves-
tor in Torrance

With the death of Isaac Burk-
hart, who passed ‘away Tuesday
night at his home, 111 West Jef-
ferson street, Los Angeles, Torrance
ranee loses one of its early pioneers,
who had the courage of his con-
victions and invested heavily in
property here when the town was
first conceived,

Mr. Burkhart, who was born in
1840, was one of the first investors
in Torfance property, a consider-
able quantity of which he still re-
talned at his death. In addition
to the Burkhart block on EI Prado
and Sartori, he died possessed of
much unimproved business and resi-
dence property.
